Party.

THE LIFE INSURANCE SCANDAL

Utterances of "Judge Parker Dur¬
ing His Campaign.Arc

Sustained.

(From Our Regular Correspondent.)
WASHINGTON, Sopl. 20.-Tho Republi¬

cans a n: walking the flour these nights.
It Is the deliberate opinion of those who
aro in best position to cast up the condi¬
tion of tho party that It has not been In
si.cn mid snape since the fall of ie!>2, when
tho Democracy, headed by Grover Clove-
land, swept the country. This Is not
simply partisan boasting. It Is tho calm
conclusion of several of tho clearest
liouded men In the Republican party with
whom I have talked recently. From one
of thoso came the statement that tho
l'rcsldnnt himself realises thut his party
Is In a very bad shape. He realizes
clearly, It Is said, the dangers that
threaten tho Rpeublleans, but, as yel, he
has not Indicated that he contemplates
any line of action likely to rosult |n re-
lief for tho G. O. P. It's In a bay Way.

Life Insurance Scandal:
The disclosures made In the courso of

tho Investigation now In progress of tho
life Insurance companies by a legislative
committee of Now York, navo hurt the
Republicans moro than anything that has
occurred In this country In a decade. 1.0
testimony of officials of tho Now tork
Life, unuer oath, that It was tho practice
of hia company to contribute about fifty
thousand dollars every four years to elect
a Republican President ot the United
States, has done moro to reveal to the
country tho exaot attitude of that party
towards1 the corporations and trusts than
anything In thu memory of man. It Is not
sure that the President, who was olected
with tho help of tills corruption fund last
year, can hold his peace. It Is not con¬
ceivable that ho can continue to do. if he
has not tried, as Is reported, to make the
treasurer of tho Republican National Com¬
mitteo refund to the Insurance compa¬
nies and other corporations the money
thoy paid to secure his election, It Is
rofiirded as likely that ho will do so, or
that he will take some action whloh will
have the effect ot bringing before the
country his attitude of opposition to such
contributions for political purposes. Tne
latter course is the more likely, in view
of the fact that the money which the cor¬
porations gave to elect Mr. Roosevelt
has probably gone for tjiat purpose.

Parker Vindicated.
And he has the goods. It may bo some

comfort to Mr, Parker to know that the
country generally now acknowledges that
ho spoke tho truth when he charged that
the corporations Were putting up the
money to securo Mr. Roosevelt's election.
Whether the- further charge that Mr.
Cortelyou,' as national chairman, was
using the information he had received as
Secretary of Commerce and Labor con¬
cerning the illegal acts of trusts to com-,
poj campaign contributions, Is another
thing, It may be that time will 8-lso de¬
velop the truth of that charge also. It is
said that Judge Parkar had absolute., do¬
cumentary proof of the truth of this
charge when lie made, it, and that those
who gave him the proof afterwards went
hack on him and refused .'to allow him to
use It. :!. V fi-

It Is notbolleved aiiat had Judge Parker
succeded In', establishing --both>- charges
lie would have', been elected., but had
they been established, Mi.. Roosevelt's
majority would havp bpett materially re¬
duced, and the Democrats'Would havo
elected twenty-five or'"thlrty more mem¬
bers of the house than they did:-" ...'

Kentucky Campaign.
The campaign in progress in Kentucky

for tho United States senntorship attracts
great attention In Washington. Natural¬
ly, tho sentiment here is in favor of Sen¬
ator Blackburn, Who Is one of the best
known members of the Senate and Is uni¬
versally popular. A Teport got abroad
sevoral days ago that there was danger
of his being defeated, but a day or two
ago, tho Kentucklan, -who was circu¬
lating the first rpnort set in motion an¬
other to the effect that latest advices
were to tho effect that Judge ,Paynter
would loso and that Senator Blackburn
would havo a safe majority of the Leg¬
islature. Kentucklansv in Washington,
who are wishing for the re-election of
Senator Blackburn appear to bo moro
strongly In favor of the defeat ot Gov¬
ernor Beckham's candidate. Judge Payn-
ter, than for the re-election of the Sena¬
tor.
A story has got abroad that certain

large corporate Interests In Kentucky
have espoused the cause of Judge Payn-
ter as against Senator Blackburn, and
have contributed heavily to the campaign
fund of the former.. The story goes
that one railroad of Kentucky, with gen¬
eral offices outside tho Stato, has given
ton thousand dollars to securo the do-
feat of Senator Blackburn. Tho friends
of the Senator fear, if they do not be¬
lieve positively, that the other roads of
Kentucky aro doing likewise. If this be.
truo, they realize that their man has
a tougher proposition than would appear
from surface Indications.

BROKE UP HAZING.

The V. P. I. Faculty Acted
Promptly.Sergeant Shot.

BLACKSBURG, VA., Sept. 26,.The five
old students who were denied ontrance
to the Virginia Polytechnic Institute by
tho faculty at their meeting held Mon¬
day afternoon have accepted their fate
and left for their respective homes. Tho
practice of hazing In' tho Institute Is
almost a thing of the past, but whore
so many young men arc gathered i/to-
go'ther It Is very difficult to eradicate It
entirely.
There wero two parties of students en¬

gaged in the hazing and of one orowd
tho name of only one was ascertained;
of tho second there wore four reported.
The faculty lost no time in handling the
cases nnd as a result tho young men
were denied tho privilege of re-enter¬
ing tho school for the work of tho pres¬
ent session.
Town Sergeant Dave 4Wangor, who was

accidentally shot while, drinking from a

spring on the college campus, is re¬
ported to be a In very critical condi¬
tion. It soems that tho sergeant was
stooping over to drink when his pis--
tol dropped from an |nsldo pocket and
exploded. Tho ball, a 42-callbro, enter¬
ed his chest nt about tho mlddlo of the
breastbone and penetrated tho lungs.
He has not yet lost consciousness, but
In splto of his remnrkable staying powers
he Is not expected to live,

The Executive is to Reach Wash¬

Afternoon.

WASHINGTON, D. C, September 28.-

Presldcnb iRoosovelt will return honw
from Oyster Bay next Saturday. His
train will rench Washington at 0 o'clock,
P. M. Tho suggestion that tho return
of the Exectuivo ho made tho occasion
of .a pyrotechnic dlsplny, with accom¬
paniments.,of. brass .hands, wns promptly
vetoed by Olr. Roosevelt himself. Tho
avenue Will be decorated with bunting
Trom tho Sixth Streot Station to the
White House, nt 'Sixteenth'' Street, and,
of course, thoro will bo a throng of peo¬
ple on the sidewalks from tho station
to tho President's .Mansion. But tho wel¬
come will bo lacking In any; formality.
It will bo simply a civic and civil de-J
rr.onstrntlon in honor of the return bf a

President and citizen, who has added
very materially to his reputation and
prestige since ho went away to his sum¬
mer homo i.-vit spring.

Tariff Revision.
The .President will' not exactly find

work piled up when ho returns, for mat¬
ters requiring Executive attention, have
boon passed on at Oyster Bay as thoy
came up. But ho hns allowed several
subjects requiring IiIb attention to wait
until his return to the White House It
Is said that tariff revision Is ono of those,
and as cvldonoa that, lie will take up
that subject In earnest, tho President
has Invltod a number of leading Repub¬
licans of varying shades of faith as to
tariff matters to meet him at tho White
Houso next week, when tho entire suB-
jeot as.referring to revision will bo gono
over.
The "sandpatotrs," the men who do not

want nny change whatever made <n
existing schedules, count tho Frcstdont as

much of a revisionist as was Grovcr
Cleveland. The latter wns called a tariff
reformer. Revisionist Is a later term,
and whllo It means Democracy In cvory

sense, It Is tho creed of a goodly num¬

ber of strong, even stalwart .Republi¬
cans. Tho President Is at heart a freo
trader, It la believed, Nearly all his
writing on tho subjeot of'tariff, Indicate
this. Ho has said somo things during
political campaigns which Btrongly ad¬
vocated a protectve tariff, but all his
thinking on tho subjeot when he was
not a candidate appears to have been
In tho direction of unrestricted trade with
other countries.

Big Man Needed.
Granting that President Roosevelt is

slncoroly and honestly in favor of-tariff
reform, If remains to be seen whether,
ho Is a man big enough to overcome tho
solid opposition of tho great mass of his

party, and achieve a reduction in tariff
rates, which now levlos such an enor¬

mous tax on the consumer.
Last summer n number ot Washington

correspondents mado a tour of Canada.
Thoy woro guests of honor ot a ban¬
quet at Vancouver. Ono of the number,
who Is a. Pennsylvanlan, nnd, of course,

an uncompromising advocate ot a protec¬
tive tariff, was the chief speaker from
among the guests at tho banquet, and
mado a speech of somewhat doubtful
propriety, 1n whloh ho proclaimed tho
benefits of a protective tariff. After tho
fllrnor ho went to a tailor in the oily
and ordorod a suit of fin eclothes, such
as" he would have had to pay forty dol¬
lars for in this country. The Canadian
price was fifteen dollars. And now that
nowspapor man Is being guyod by his
Democratic brethren, becousfi he- had no

more regard for tho manufacturer of his

country, than to buy clothing abroad,
Blmpl'r because ho could get them for less

than half tho home price.
